Under the able leadership of Bob Reis, the 1942-43 
basketball team had one of the most successful seasons any 
Manual team has ever had. The “won-lost” column wasn’t 
very favorable, but the Reds were victorious over some of 
the best teams in the neighborhood, including Male and 
Sty x. 

When the all-Kentucky Conference Tournament came 
along St. X. was the big favorite. The papers gave Male s 
chance to win but didn’t even consider the Manualites. It 
seems that the Crimsons forgot to read the papers, however, 
and proceeded to beat the favorites in the semi-finals. They 
had to play Male the same night, and their afternoon en- 
counter began to show itself in the last quarter, enough, 
anyhow, for the Purples to eke out a three-point victory. 

At the end of the season, Male practically had their 
train tickets to Lexington, they were so confident that they 
would win the Seventh Regional Tournament and play in 
the State Tournament. Well, once again the Reds forgot to 
read the newspapers and were, therefore, not a bit surprised 
when they defeated the Purples in the first round of the 
tournament. In the finals the Crimsons lost to St. X., after 
having led for three quarters. 


BASEBALL 

Captain Johnny Humphrey led the 1942 baseball team 
to another successful season. The Reds held one victory over 
Male by a score of 9-0, which was the worst beating the 
Purples had ever received from a Manual team, and two 
wins over St. X. The Crimson victory string included the 
strong Withrow team of Cincinnati. We wish Capt. Ken 
Braun and the 1944 team an equally successful season. 


TRACK 


With Capt. “Bullit’” Gruner showing his heels to all 
opponents, the Red track team had a successful season, 
even though they had to be content with second place in 
the State meet. Several of the boys on the squad won the 
championship in their events, but, as a team, they didn’t win 
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quite enough points. One of these individuals, Ben Mannix, 
won the championship in the mile and the captaincy of the 
1944 team. The prospects for a State Championship in ’44 
are high, and we are sure that the team will uphold the 
standards set forth by previous Manual track teams. 


FOOTBALL 


November 26, 1943 brought Male High its first victory 
over a Manual football team since 1938. The Reds played 
good, hard football against Male and everyone of their op- 
ponents. No Manualite has anything to be ashamed of be- 
cause of the loss to Male. Those Reds played a brand of 
football that anyone would be proud of. The boys seemed to 
be inspired by their leader, Norm Klein, who was the out- 
standing individual on the field for either team. The Male 
coach later remarked that he didn’t see how Klein stood 
up under the beating he had taken. 

During the summer the coaches saw a half a dozen 
boys that. they were counting on:heavily, enter the armed 
forces. If these boys had been back, it might have been an 
entirely different story. 

Klein scored the only. Manual score in the 26-7 defeat on 
a 60 yard run through the line. Vic Waggoner applied his 
educated toe to add the extra point. Male scored their 
counters on two short runs by Abe Addams, an 85-yard run 
by Jake Thompson, and a blocked punt by Ken McElwain. 

Outstanding for the Crimson eleven all season were Co- 
Captain Don Lanham, Jim Coleman, Pat McNein, Vic Wag- 
goner and his educated toe, and Co-Captain Klein.
